rage. 
The real significance is as 
one fu rther revelation of the men­ 
tal attitu de of the people. 
This is the scientific age. 
More 
than anything else, the scientific 
discoveries of natu ral 
laws, 
the 
scientific u se of natu ral 
forces, 
and the scientific method of at­ 
tack ing 
problems, 
have 
trans­ 
formed modern life. 
They have 
revolu tionized 
absolu tely 
every 
hu man 
thing — apparently, 
the 
hu man mind itself. 
Science has 
also 
transformed 
the 
personal 
think ing of the informed minority. 
Bu t apparently it has transformed 
only the physical life of the great 
democracy. 
The people still think in u nscien­ 
tific, or anti-scientific terms. 
Cou e is not merely blissfu lly ig­ 
norant of all the facts accu mu lated 
by the researches of Pasteu r, Lis­ 
ter, 
Koch, 
Virchow, 
Vau ghan, 
and the mu ltitu de of investigators 
who have transformed 
medicine 
from empiricism and fetichism to 
science. 
He completely 
ignores 
all facts, even those he k nows. 
His whole system depends, not 
on facts, bu t on words. 
In this it 
differs in no w hit from the for­ 
mu lae of Indian medicine men, or 
the incantations of mediaeval wiz­ 
ards. 
They work ed some cu res, 
and so does he. 
That is not the 
point. 
The point is that there are 
still mu ltitu des who, in this age of 
facts, pu t their faith 
in 
-words. 
W hether they follow one apostle 
of words or another is not impor­ 
tant. 
Cou e is as harm less as any 
of them. 
We have democratized electric­ 
ity so that anybody can pu sh a 
bu tton. 
We 
have 
democratized 
steam so that anybody can ride 
behind it. 
We have democratized 
radio, so that anybody can hear it. 
We have democratized everything 
bu t k nowledge, and the attitu de of 
mind which opens it to k nowledge. 
We have made accessible to all 
the people everything which 
the 
k nowledge of the few can manu ­ 
factu re for them. 
Only in the things in which they 
m u st 
personally 
participate 
for 
themselves have we failed to reach 
them. 
A vast mu ltitu de of the popu la­ 
tion, and that by no means con­ 
fined to the ignorant 
and 
the 
stu pid, still lives m entally in the 
pre-scientific age.

Say s Thrift Vital. 
Su ch prodigality can not produ ce 
any thing other than a weak, im­ 
moral, and u ndependable ty pe of 
people predisposed to m ental and 
phy sical weakness. A people with­ 
ou t v ision mu st perish and a peo­ 
ple withou t stability and high pu r­ 
poses are too impotent and weak 
to meet the demands and strain of 
progress. 
Therefore, a failu re to 
practice thrift and tru e economy 
will corru pt ev ery lau dible emo­ 
tion and weaken the whole stru c­ 
tu re of a hu man being. 
To hav e a strict regard for hon­ 
esty and tru th, we mu st incorporate 
them in ou r liv es and pu t them into 
practice.

reached the u nprodu ctiv e period in 
his life. It is impossible for one to 
be tru e to his kind who has not the 
qu ality and willingness to labor, 
create, conserv e and serv e. 
Too many people are perm itted 
to eat and drink su m ptu ou sly at 
the other fellow's table, or, In other 
words, spend this month w hat they 
are going to earn the nex t. 
This 
cou rse, if followed, will, in the ma­ 
jority of cases, lead to em barrass­ 
m ent and distress.

If the wage-earner’s salary is al­ 
lowed to slip carelessly throu gh his 
fingers su ch a one will not only 
ho l d the growth of his own life in 
check, bu t will hopelessly fail to 
discharge his first and best du ty — 
to prov ide for his lov ed ones. The

calamity when we behold ninety -

Con sidered n ot as 
a 
parable, but a3 a n arrative of „facts 
an d looked at from a presen t-day 
viewpoin t, the story of the prodi­ 
gal is full of in struction . Judged 
bv what so often follows n ow, the 
father of these two boys made a 
serious mistake, in volvin g all of 
them, an d in directly a great man y 
others by “dividin g un to them his 
livin g.” 
Such 
a procedure 
with 
those who lack that train in g for 
the respon sibility which on ly time, 
patien ce an d wisdom can give is 
sure to result in sorrow an d un ­ 
en din g regret 
to all 
con cern ed 
Through the well-mean t but mis­ 
taken kin dn ess an d gen erosity of 
the father, on e of these son s be­ 
came a prodigal an d othe other 
an in grate an d a miser. 
When their father divided 
with 
them his livin g, both son s were 
domin ated 
by 
selfishn ess, which 
was on ly in creased by the gen er­ 
ous gift each received. The more 
selfishn ess 
has to feast on 
the 
more it will fatten , w hether it be 
in clin ed toward parsimon y or to­ 
ward prodigality. 
For n o m atter 
how it may ex press itself, in es­ 
sen ce selfishn ess 
is always 
the 
same. Father, better keep 
back 
the largo gifts to your children 
till you have taught, by precept 
an d 
ex ample, 
an d 
they 
have 
learn ed well the beauty an d virtue 
of an un selfish life. The father, in 
the story, 
showed 
n o partiality. 
For this he is to he commen ded. 
He gave to the elder son , who had 
n ot requested it. just as he gave 
to the youn ger son . who had said. 
“Father, give me the portion of 
thy substan ce that falleth to me. ’ 
While it is n ot so stated, n o doubt 
the appeal of 
the youn ger son 
was backed by plausible reason s 
for it.
